Secretary W ilson’s Speech. 


Secretary 
of 
Agriculture 
W ilson 
spoke on “ Farm Conservation.” 
He 
said: 
The most important feature of farm 
conservation is the soil. 
The farm er 
prospers while the soil responds to his 
work and yields good crops; he ceases 
to do well when the soil refuses to re­ 
spond to his labor. 
The p» ople of the older nations take 
care of soil fertility as a m atter of 
prime necessity and long ago ascer­ 
tained the proper succession of crops, 
their relation to the soil and the feed­ 
ing of men and animals. They knew 
the soil must be fed and the proper 
physical conditions to maintain and 
learned from experience how to do it. 
During the short history of our coun­ 
try we have had new soils to draw 
upon when exhaustion resulted from 
the robbing process, and much of the 
nation’s prosperity is the equivalent of 
what the soil has lost. 
Our people 
have been well fed, and until recently 
they have been cheaply fed. 
This has 
been due in part no doubt to the oc­ 
cupancy of land easily obtainable as 
soon as the older refused to yield 
abundantly and is one of the prime 
causes of farm desertions that are 
now attracting so much attention. 
The federal government Is expend­ 
ing large sums to irrigate more land, 
which is wise, but the amount of wa­ 
ter impounded is small compared with 
the volume that flows to waste. 
In a 
recent visit to the Mountain states I 
saw that the most advanced localities 
are every year making more reservoirs 
to hold winter and spring flows of wa­ 
ters that go free of man’s restraint to 
the ocean. 
The nation, the state and 
private enterprises have ample fields 
in which to work toward greater crop 
production in this direction. 


Search for New Data. 


The department of agriculture, in 
obedience 
to congressional 
require­ 
ment, is exploring sim ilar lands that 
exist under sim ilar conditions through­ 
out the old world. 
Some success is 
being had. 
A wheat from A frica and 
Asia gives us 60,000,000 bushels a year 
from 
the 
high 
lying light 
rainfall 
states; a grass and alfalfa from Tur­ 
kestan, alfalfas, clovers and vetches 
from 
Siberia, 
oats 
from 
Northern 
Sweden, millets from the Orient, sor- 
,v um from 
Africa, are samples of 
Anat are being found by our explorers 
fia t thrive on our highlands of the 
West. 
At thirteen stations in seven states 
we have parties of scientists studying 
methods of plant management on our 
dry lands. 
If our growth in population 
is to continue we must look to the soil 
and conserve moisture, which is the 
transportation system of the plant. 
W e furnish nitrogenous mill feeds 


to thrifty foreigners who know their 
value to feed their cattle to make 
ineats a n d jlairy products and keep up 


the fertility 757 th e ir soils. 
These 
should be fed on the farms that grow 
the grain from which they are made. 
New lands are not to be had for the 
asking In the thirty Inch rainfall dis- 
| tricts of the country. 
If we are to 
I prosper as a people we must give close 
) attention to our soils and conserve 
their fertility by all the means in our 
power. 
Increasing Crop Volume. 


Something is being done to increase 
the volume of our crops in all sections 
of our country. 
The cattie fever tick 
of the South has prevented the prof­ 
itable production of beef in that sec­ 
tion of our country. 
Congress has pro­ 
vided 
for the extermination of the 
[jest, which 
is being done; 
140,000 
square miles is now free from it. This 
will bring into active production with­ 
in a few years all of the Southern 
states. 
Pastures will be prepared, tile 
prime element in a system of rotation 
of crops; cottonseed meal will be fed 
where it is produced, and Southern 
Odds will became much more produc­ 
tive, helping to feed our growing pop­ 
ulation, 
while more cotton 
w ill 
be 
grown on fewer acres. 
The advent of the cotton boll weevil 
called for prompt federal action to 
help Southern farmers to deal with 
this invasion from Central America. 
Scientists were called upon to make 
research and conduct demonstrations 
of well known methods on many thou 
sand farms, 
ing was the growing 
corn by each of 12,Mio boys under six­ 
teen years of age. 
The result was 
very gratifying, over 150 bushels being 
grown on an acre by some of the boys. 
The Southern states grew the largest 
corn crop in their history. 
Upon this 
foundation steps were promptly taken 
to breed hogs extensively so that the 
people might produce their meats. 
The grazing lands of th. 
public do­ 
main are being steadily reduced to un- 
productiveness by overstocking, which 
results in reduced production of meats 
aud animal products. 
W h i'e public 
lands are h< Id for the homesteader, it 
is difficult to sugg si a remedy that 
would not interfere with the policy of 
ultimate settlement by the homese. k- 
er. 
The tendency of congress to give 
larger areas to the settler seems to be 
in the right direction.

MOTOR ENGINES TO ALTER 
OCEAN STEAMER TRAFFIC.

A ship of transatlantic dimensions is 
being 
equipi»ed 
for 
regular 
service 
with 
motor 
engines. 
The 
fam iliar 
steam e n g i n e s , with their boilers, fur­ 
naces and coal bankers, have been re­ 
placed by a compact Internal combus­ 
tion engine. 
In the marvelous progress In steam­ 
ship building improvements have con­ 
sisted for the most part in enlarging 
the ships and adding new luxuries to 
ocean 
travel. 
Increase*I 
speed 
has 
been obtained by merely enlarging the 
engines. 
Even the adoption of the tur­ 
bine engines was less important than 
the present installation of the oil mo­ 
tors on large ships. 
The turbines saved 
valuable space by reducing the size of 
the engine, but the oil driven engines 
carry this economy of space much fur-1 
thor. 
A number of tests and much discus­ 
sion have led up to the present experi­ 
ment. 
The British navy has been car­ 
rying on sim ilar experiments, but on 
n mud) sm aller scale. 
The American 
navy has been carrying on sim ilar ex­ 
periments. 
Several naval authorities 
both in England and America have 
stated recently that oil was undoubt­ 
edly the fuel of the future. 
The mo­ 
t o r liner has been equipped by a Ger­ 
man line, arui it will be tested both in 
European and American waters. 
The 
friends of the new fuel believe that 
within a few years the great liners 
will be driven by oil and that a new 
era in navigation w ill date from Its 
adoption. 
The motor liner w ill have I),(HIO tons 
burden. 
The largest ship to he driven 
in this w ay hitherto has been less than 
half this size. 
The new liner will 
measure 400 feet in length and have a 
beam of 52 feet and a draft of 23 feet. 
A ship of this size w ill obviously give 
the new engines a complete test. 
The petrol motors w ill be capable of 
developing 
2(5,000 
horsepower. 
The 
motor liner w ill have twin propellers. 
It Is only a few years since the Idea 
of driving a 
large boat \\4itl1 petrol 
motors was ridiculed by marine en­ 
gineers, but now that a 400 foot boat 
is about to be put In commission with 
this system the day of the steam en­ 
gine would seem to be menaced. 
The coal bunkers, which take up so 
much space In the great ships today, 
will be replaced by tanks for holding 
the petroleum.

Special Commissioner Theodore Brace 


Declares That the International H ar­ 


vester Company of New Jersey Is a 


Trust and a Combine Formed for 


the Purpose and W ith the Intent cf 


Destroying Competition. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Sept. 7.— Spe­ 
cial Commissioner Theodore Brace, In 
his report to the supreme court in the 
ouster suit just filed, declared the In­ 
ternational 
Harvester 
company 
of 
New Jersey a trust and a combine 
formed for th*1 purjmse and with the 
effect of destroying competition in the 
manufacture and sale of harvesting 
machinery. 
The 
International 
H arvester com­ 
pany of Am erica is declared to be J 
used merely as a selling agent by the I 
New Jerse y company in evasion of i 
the Missouri laws, which prohibit the 
licensing of the New Jerse y concern 
by reason of its enormous capital of 
$120,000,000. 
The subsidiary corporation, accord­ 
ing to Commissioner Brace, once had 
a capital and now it has none. 
Its ex­ 
istence as a separate corporate entity 
is a mere fiction to evade the laws of 
states whose policy is not to encour­ 
age such vast accumulation of wealth 
and power in the hands of a few as 
may injure the welfare and prosperity 
of the many, whose policy is to keep 
open the field of commercial and in­ 
dustrial enterprise to all citizens. 
The commissioner found that the 
McCormick 
Harvester company, the 
Deering Harvesting M achine company, 
W arder, Bushnell, Glessner A- Co., the 
Blanc) Manufacturing company, D. M. 
Osborne & Co. and 
the Milwaukee 
Harvesting Machine company, the lat­ 
ter being a respondent, were in active 
competition prior to 1902. 
In June, I D«»2, Cyrus H. McCormick 
went to George W . Perkins of J. P. 
Morgan A Co., New York, and sought 
his aid in relieving competition condi­ 
tions from the manufacturers’ view­ 
point. 
According to the findings, Mr. 
Perkins soon was in communication 
with other harvesting machine manu- 
laeturers and perfected a plan where­ 
by the McCormick company and other 
named companies, except the M ilwau­ 
kee 
company, ostensibly 
sold 
their 
properties to W illiam C. Lane. 
Lane, 
the commissioner found, pretended to 
sell them to the International H ar­ 
vester company. 


Got Stocks in New Company. 


The 
original 
companies 
received 
stoc^ in the new company apportioned 
to the appraised value of the property 
and for their bills receivable, stock in 
the same company equal to the same 
amount. 
The officers of the original 
companies, 
except 
the 
Milwaukee, 
signed identical contracts at the same 
time in the office of the attorney of J. 
P. Morgan A Co. 
( 
Morgan A Co. had previously pur-' 
chased the Milwaukee company. Lane, 
the ostensible purchaser of the origi­ 
nal 
companies, 
the 
commissioner 
found, was a figurehead. 
The new 
company was managed by former offi­ 
cers of the old companies, as was tho 
International Harvester Company of 
America. 
The whole stock of the New Jersey 
corporation was transferred to a vot­ 
ing trust composed of George W . Perk­ 
ins, Cyrus H. McCormick and Charles 
Deering, who now have control until 
1912. 
The commissioner found that 
these men practically control the mow­ 
er and binder business and have po­ 
tential control of other lines of har­ 
vesting 
machinery 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Soon after the organization of the 
socalled harvester combine, the report 
says, it acquired the I). M. Osborne 
company and operated it ostensibly 
as an independent concern for two 
years. 
Other companies acquired in 
1903 are the Columbia Cordage com­ 
pany. Mexican Sisal company, Illinois 
Northern Railroad company, Aultman, 
M iller & Co., Minne company and the 
Keystone company, the last three be­ 
ing manufacturers of harvesting ma­ 
chinery. 
In 
1904 
it 
acquired 
the 
W eber W agon company and patents 
of the Bettendorf! Axle company, and 
in 1906 the Kemp company. 
In the 
first five years the sales of the com­ 
pany in the United States amounted 
to nearly $200,000,000. 
In Missouri the company does about 
30 per cent of all business in agricul­ 
tural tools, implements, vehicles and 
m achinery; la the binder line 90 per 
cent, in the mower line 75 per cent. 
Attorneys for the company contend­ 
ed that the organization was a legiti­ 
mate 
transaction 
in 
the 
ordinary 
course of trade. 
The commissioner 
found that this theory could not stand 
in the face of the fact that the old 
companies turn* d over their property 
to a con.pa ny not yet organized for the 
purpose, 
th y declared, of putting 
an end to what 'hey called “ ruinous 
con 
et: Con.” 
The report points out that the com­ 
pany 
was organized 
to control the 
binder ai. t mower companies and that 
the companies which entered the com­ 
bine manufacture:! practically nothing 
except harvesting machinery.

Minnesota Man Confesses to Slaying 
Joseph Koski.

expedition, who. while their brother 
trail blazers remained further inland, 
were ordered to the edge of the ocean 
to secure that staple of life, salt. w ith­ 
out which they were unable to subsist. 
After reaching the i ’acltk* the men 
found that they would be unable to 
camp at any place other than where 
there was a sufficiency of fresh water. 
S** they followed the coast line to the 
mouth of Necnnicum river, up which 
they went for twenty miles 
b ef o re 
making camp. 
Their stopping place 
was near the present sit*? of the town 
of Seaside. 
It was at this spot that the little 
band of men remained for about two 
mouths, manufacturing salt from sea 
water. 
Cairns were built, in which 
the kettles used for tile purpose of 
boiling the water were placed. 
Th** 
kettles were of graduating sizes, made 
t«* tit one inside of til*1 other, so they 
could be carried mort1 easily. 


S alt C airn s Still Standing. 
The cairns which were built are now 
standing almost intact and ar** th*1 
only tangible relics of the Lewis ami 
Clark trail to the Pacific. 
It is now 
proposed that a monument be con­ 
structed at fids place. 
Toward this end Hom er I). Sanborn, 
an Oregon pioneer, bas been working 
for many years. 
After going over the 
greater part of th** Lewis and Clark 
trail Mr. Sanborn became convinced 
that tiler** was no place more fitting 
to commemorate in stone the deeds of 
these brave white men who first sur­ 
veyed this western country. 
There will be four bronze grills look­ 
ing on the interior, above which, on the 
outside, will be tablets with th** names 
of the original party which camped 
on the spot. 
One interesting feature 
of tho place is tile fact that, standing 
near the site of the cairns and looking 
toward the mountains in the distance, 
one may see a perf**ct profile of George 
Washington outlined against the sky. 
The silhouette of the Father of His 
Country is formed by the tops of tile 
mountains. 
It was only after much research and 
labor on the part of Mr. Sanborn and 
members of the Oregon Historical so­ 
ciety that the location of the exact 
site where stood tile salt cairns was 
discovered. 
Old Indian men and wo­ 
men were called to give testimony on 
the subject. 


Indian Identifies Relics. 
On Jum* S. moo. 
l . 
B. Cox and 
William Galloway, members of a re­ 
search committee of the Oregon H is­ 
torical society, in company with other 
persons, visited tile site of Fort Clat­ 
sop, whore Lewis and Clark were en­ 
camped In I sod. 
On the following day 
tho committee visited the place where 
the (*1*1 salt cairns were built and re­ 
ported to tho Historical society as fol­ 
lows: 
“On June 0 your committee visited 
Clatsop bench for the purpose of iden­ 
tifying the remains of the salt cairns 
there erected by Lewis and Clark. 
They secured the attendance of Tsi- 
nlstum, a full blooded Clatsop squaw, 
who is said to be eighty-six years of 
age and to be one of the three full 
blooded Clatsop Indians now living. 
“She visited the remains of these salt 
works as they are now to be seen 


111*011 the ground and in an unqualified 
manner stated that she had frequent­ 
ly been on the spot with her mother 
and other Indians who were living in 
that locality at the time of Lewis and 
Clark's expedition and that they had 
told her this was tin* place where 
Lewis and Clark’s men had made snit."
